This Day a Courier.paffed thro’ this Place 
with an Exprefs to Rame, the Contents where- 
of are whifpered here to be, that feveral Gen- 
tlemen, who are known -in England by the 
Name of the Dawley Congrefs, have fent to 
delire the Chevalier de St. George, for feveral 
very .mportant Reafans, to decline his Preten- 
fions to the Crown of Poland, at this ex- 
traordinar Conjuncture, in favour of the L—d 
B———4e ; whovhas alto difpatched 
the Sieur B » famous for his Negotia- 
tions at Dunkirk, as his Plenipotentiary to 
the Primate of Poland, to.acquaint him with 
the faid Propofition, which it is not doubted, 
but will be very agreeable News to the whole 
Polifb Nation, as that Nobleman has diftin- 
guithed himfelf fo eminently, both for his Po- 
liticks and Prowefs, in the feveral great Scenes 
of Adtion in which he has been engaged ;
